CABINET MEETS TO DECIDE 
ITS OWN FATE. : 


Tokyo,.May 13.—With the over- 
whelming defeat of its partisans 
certain, the Cabinet met this 
morning to discuss ita own fate. 
It {s undorstood that the debate 
was intense. The Cabinet was 
divided into two nearly equal 
factions, the first, to which It Is 
understood Kiyoura belongs, 
favourlng ‘resignation after the 
State celebration of the Prince 
Regent's wedding carly in. June; 
the aecond,, headed - by Mizuno, 
urging It-to*remain in power at 
lenat till the Dict gconvenes then 
possibly resorting to another dis- 
solutjon. The returns with only 
nine seats missing show that the 
Government party haa barely a 
third of the new house, the com- 
bined opposition commanding 282 
deats, not counting probably twenty 
independents, who are Hkely to join 
them.:
